that the second assassination in 
Russia during the war had claimed the life of Czar Carling 1st. The 
Czar, whose reign lasted only a little more than twenty months, had 
rapidly become one of the most beloved leaders of modern times, as 
T'joHl as one of the most sucoessful rulers in Russian history. The 
Czar, v;ho ascended to the throne of the Romanovs following the assas- 
sination of his father Justinius Ilnd in Denmark during Jrnuary 190^, 
was regarded as one of the most dynamic and forceful figures in 
international politics. Long a believer of the Peericratic Method, 
Curling was known to be on avid seeker of peace, though willing to 
llgh'j when necessary to protect Russian rights. The Czar was assas- 
sinated by a Turkish student, one Pernor Humperdink, when he was 
visiting the International Exposition here yesterday morning. The 
Czar, who arrived unexpectedly at the Exposition, was quickly sur- 
rounded by throngs of cheering Russians who overoarao security guards 
- :in their efforts to get close to the Czar. Nodding, smiling, and 
shaking hands with everyone in sight , the Czar made his way toward 
the Serbian. Exhibition Hall. As he entered the hall, Humperdink, who 
v:as employed as an usher there, stepped in f^ront of him and fired 
thr'je pistol shots into the C^ar 9 s heart. The Czar, dead instantly, 
fell, Humperdink was immediately attacked by the throngs of cheer- 
ing Russians, who literally tore him limb from limb,

attended the burial services for 
His Majesty Carlish 1st, former Autocrat of All the Russia s.*and 
Emperor of the Empire. The services, conducted by the Archbishop 
and Patriarch of Moscow, were surrounded with all the dignity and 
grief due to one of the Czar fl s station and popularity,

Romanov 9 who succeeded her late father, Carlirg lat. The Empress , 
previously unknown to the peoples of Russia, is only eighteen years 
old. Inspire of her youth., her inexperience , the Empress has already 
won the hearts of the people and the loyalty of her government 9 her 
army and her press agents. In a special broadcast to the nabioa» 
Her Highness gave the following address s

is to be assumed that we are indeed Jack Greene, Jr., then we must 
conduct ourselves in a manner befitting such a signal recognition. 
Therefore all are notified that from this moment forth we will abide 
by the Greenian Convention and use only those tactics and methods 
approved by the Greene League.

But, the root of the matter here concerns your imputation that 
Jack Greene and I are the same person. This is obviously a false- 
hood, all though I ara not denying it. The only question I pose is, 
if anybody had ray brains and Jack Greene °s looks would he be 
wasting his talents playing Diplomacy? I think not. J -Having seen
